I  h3.ve  the  honour  to  present  nj  report  on  tho  Public  Health 
of  the  Walsinghan  Rural  district  for  1966.  The  report  includes  the  Report 
of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Dr.  Carson  transferred  from  the  district  on  liarch  6th,  1966, 
and  I  was  appointed  medical  Officer  of  Health  with  effect  from  Jul;''  lst,1966. 
Mr.  IDagle,  tho  Surveyor  &  Public  Health  inspector  accepted  a  posting  with 
another  local  authority  and  relinquished  his  post  with  VJalsinghan  R.D.C. 
with  effect  from  the  30th  September,  1966.  I'lr.  G.H. Smith  succeeded 
mr.  Eagle  with  affect  from  the  1st  November, 1966. 

The  Registrar  General' s  estiraated  mid-year  population  was 
19,190.  A  decrease  of  490  from  the  estimated  population  of  19,660  for 
1965.  live  births  numbered  310:  Deaths  totalled  185:  producing  a 
natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  of  125.  The  corrected  death  rate 
was  9*9,  which  can  be  compared  with  a  corrected  death  rate  of  9*91  for  the 
administrative  county  of  Norfolk,  and  11.7  for  England  and  Hales.  The 
1965  corrected  death  rate  for  Walsingham  R.D.C.  was  9.28.  There  were 
5  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  ago,  producing  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  I6.I.  For  comparison  the  NorfoHc  county  infant  rijortality  rate  was 
15.71,  and  for  England  and  Vales  it  was  19.0. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  to  total  live 
births  was  4.2,  the  same  percentage  as  in  I965. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Measles  (93)  and  tJhooping  Cough  (I4)  accounting 
for  107  of  the  120.  Thero  was  one  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

I  should  like  to  express  ray  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  their 
support  and  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Local 
Health  Office  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

The  crude  rate  was  l6.2  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
a  rate  of  15.6  in  I965.  The  corrected  birth  rate  (using  a  comparability 
factor  of  1.01)  was  16,4  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  a  rate 
of  17.7  for  England  and  Wales,  and  I6.I9  for  the  Adninistrative  County  of 
Nor  fo  lie. 

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  13  compared  with  13 
in  1965,  21  in  I964,  and  I6  in  1963.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
births  to  the  total  live  births  was  4*2;^  compared  with  4.2%  in  1965, 

6.4%  in  1964,  and  4.7%  in  1963. 

Stillbirths 


There  were  4  stillbirths  (legitimate)  in  I966,  giving  a 
stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of  12,7  compared 
with  15.9  La  1965.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.4  for  I966, 
and  15.62  for  the  Administrative  County.

The  Barlv  Neonatal  i-iortality  Rate  was  also  I6.I,  as  all 
infants  died  during  the  first  week  of  life . 

Perinatal  iiortality  Rate 

This  is  combined  stillbirths  and  deaths  mder  one  week  of  age 
per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The  rate  for  1966  was  2S.7, 
compared  with  22.4  in  I965,  12.1  in  I964,  and  20.2  in  I963. 

ilaternal  Iiortality  Rate

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The  total  number  of  deaths  was  185. 

Heart  disease,  with  64  deaths,  headed  the  list  of  causes 
of  death  and  caused  34*6%  of  all  deaths.  There  v;ere  36  cases  of  fatal 
coronary  disease,  these  accounting  for  19.5%  of  all  causes.  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  with  25  deaths,  gave  a  percentage  figure 
of  13.5. 


If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  rascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are 
totalled,  a  figure  of  94  deaths  is  attained  “  thus  causing  50.8%  of  all 
deaths  in  the  District. 


Cancer  caused  43  deaths  giving  a  figure  of  23.2%.  Cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus  caused  10  deaths  ~  in  other  words  -  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  caused  23.3%  of  deaths  from  all  types  of  cancer.

Cf  the  268  school  children  offered  vaccination,  239  accepted,  giving  an  overall 
acceptance  rate  for  the  District  of  89^’M  In  1965  the  acceptance  rate  was  82^, 
in  1964  79.6%,  in  I963  76.5%,  in  1962  59.3%  and  in  I96I  53.3%.

It  does  not  nocessarily  indicate  tuber¬ 
culous  disease,  as  the  resistance  of  the  great  majority  is  sufficient  to  overcome 
the  invading  bacteria j  however,  it  does  indicate  the  degree  of  opportunity  for

The  Regulations  contain  inany  changes  in  nethods  and  many  former 
practices  have  had  to  be  completely  changed.  During  the  year  the  local 
Building  Industry  and  Architects  have  accepted  the  chauges  a,nd  a  good 
working  relationship  between  then  and  the  Council’s  staff  has  been 
maintained. 

DISTRICT  SCAVENGING 

During  the  year  one  new  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  one  cess¬ 
pool  emptier  were  purchased. 

Wighton  tip  was  sealed  and  returned  to  the  o^^^aer. 

It  is  anticipated  that  Fakenham  tip  will  soon  be  filled  and  the 
railway  cutting  at  Thursford  brought  into  use. 

SFVJSRAGE  AFP  SmCF  DISPOSAL 

The  most  important  item  during  the  year  was  the  fact  that  work 
coEinencod  in  July  on  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Briston  Sc  melton  Constable. 

Instructions  wore  given  to  the  County  P.H.  Engineer  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  Great  St  Little  Snoring  and  Kottlestone,  and  authority  for  trial 
bores  to  bo  sunl^  was  given. 

Consultations  with  Norfolk  Canneries  and  tho  plans  for  the 
extension  of  Fakenham  Sewage  Vbrks  roacheu  an  advanced  stage  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  sewerage  of  Sculthorpe  v/ill  proceed  under  tho  sane  contract. 

Preparation  of  the  sei<;orage  scheme  for  Lindringham  continues  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a  report  will  bo  to  hand  early  in  1967. 

The  existing  schemes  gave  little  trouble  apart  from  one  serious 
rising  main  blockage  between  ^'k)rston  &  Blakeney.  Complaints  of  smell 
continue  to  be  received  on  occasions  from  The  Heath  at  Fakenham  and  from 
Erpingham  R.D.C.  regarding  Cloy  sex'/age  works  and  it  is  only  by  continued 
experiments  that  a  solution  to  this  v;ill  eventually  be  found. 

PUBLIC  CO NVBNISHCES 

Tho  new  Bridge  Street  conveniences  were  opened  on  the 
28th  February, 1966,  and  tho  old  Oak  Street  conveniences  closed  at  the 
same  time.  Following  representation  later  from  the  Parish  Council  tho 
Oak  Street  premises  were  re-opened  fnd  continued  in  use. 

Damage  from  v,andalisn  continued  at  Blakeney,  Walsingham  and 
Fakenham,  ?ind  the  police  wore  informed  on  each  occasion.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
piV)secution  will  soon  be  brought  to  tr^'-  and  reduce  this  damage. 

Negotiations  comraenced  tov/ards  the  end  of  tho  year  with  the  Parish 
Council  for  the  selection  of  a  site  for  the  now  conveniences  at  horston. 
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LEGaL  PROCE.llDINGg 


Further  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  in  connection 
v/ith  a  large  carav.an  site  at  Blakeney^with  the  following  rcsult:- 

"The  Council  had  been  successful  in  obtaining  a  conviction  on  ell 
twelve  counts,  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  terns  of  the  Caravan  Site 
Licence  and  fines  totalling  £600  were  iiaposod.  Costs  amounting  to 
thirty-five  guineas  v/ero  awarded  to  the  Council,  .in  appeal  by 
iirs.  V.S.  Williams  was  heard  at  the  NorfoUc  General  Quarter  Sessions  on 
27th  September,  when  the  apiXJal  was  alloxjed  in  respect  of  two  of  the 
charges  to  the  extent  that  the  fines  of  £50  had  been  varied  to  £25.  The 
appeals  in  respect  of  the  remaining  ten  charges  vrere  dismissed  and  Orders 
for  the  payment  of  advocates  fees  relating  to  all  twelve  charges  wore 
confirmed.  It  vjas  also  ordered  that  the  Council's  costs  in  attending  the 
appeal  on  ton  of  the  charges  should  be  mat  by  the  appellant,”

Twelve  houses  are  supplied  by  standpipes. 

The  estimated  total  population  supplied  was  approximately  21,000 
and  the  number  of  houses  6,309  (including  35  caravans). 
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Connections  to  the  main  were  made,  103  being  domestic  supplies, 
10  metered  and  8  other  promises.
